• NEW YORK, July 1.—Ex-President 
Harrison last night, when asked his 
opinion of President Cleveland's call 
for an August session of congress, said 
that, presuming that the latest dis- 
patches contained correct information, 
it was about the only thing Mr. Cleve- 
land could consistently do. "If ha 
thinks," said the ex-president, "that 
the country is in a state of strangula- 
tion and that he has a remedy, why 
the sooner he applies it the sviser he 
will show himself. If he thinks that 
he can give the necessary relief he 
had better lose no time. The cry Is 
that there is not enough money. I 
think that there Is plenty of money, 
but that people are holding on to what 
they have got and hoarding it. I am 
not prepared to say -whether I think an 
August session of congress will restore 
confidence, which is said to be demor- 
alized. There may be serious obstruc- 
tions. I cannot tell what may be the 
extent of Mr. Cleveland's knowledge 
on the subject, but I know that they 
would not have repealed the Sherman 
law for me. 


"I think that perhaps altogether too 


much 
of 
the 
much-warn plained-of 


stringency ha« been loaded upon the 
Sherman law. ,The« are a great many 
other causes which have contributed 
to the prevailing state of affairs. The 
load is altogether too great. In the 
first place the Jaw was pssted by a ma^ 
jority of the senators -and representa- 
tives, of whom many were ontepoken 
advocates of the free coinage of sliver, 
and many thought Ita effect wonld b» 
to place it at »l.aO an ounce. The dem- 
ocrats were entirely responsible for 
that, and I am sure that whatever Mr.

About the middle of the last century, 


through t'.ie genius of Franklin, light- 
ning became identified with common or 
frietiunal electricity, but the language 
referring to this great natural forco 
continued to be the same as when men 
were ignorant of its nature. 
They 


apoke, as we still speak, of a thunder- 
storm, and of thunder and lightning, 
and thus, as in other cases, mistook, «8 
we continue to do, at leaat in our mode 
of speech, the effect for the cause. It 
is commonly said tbat the thunder turns 
to sourness the milk and the beer, that 
there is thunder in the air, and the 
singeing of a tree ty lightning ','waa 
due to the thunder last night," as its 
owners informed me a few weeks ago. 
Eren Seott, in "The Heart of Midloth- 
ian," chapter XLV., speaks of "the 
shattered and thundcr-splitten peaks 
of Arran." 


Our gratitude is due tu tho,se gifted 


men who bave been able to divest nat- 
ural phenomena of the ignorance and 
superstition that, formerly incumbe'red 
them, and so to bring them under the 
dominion of scientific laws which ap- 
peal to the good sense of ali students of 
nature. 


In scanning the pages of some scien- 


tific textbook, famous in its day, it is 
curious to note the mingling of truth 
and error. The early physicists were 
impatient at their own ignorance, 
and 
endeavored . to conceal it by 


means 
of 
guesses 
which 
now 


only excite a smile. Muschenbroeclc, 
for example, (1692-1761,) is admirable 
in his exposition of the physical proper- 
ties of the matter as known and admit- 
ted by the best minds, but when he 
posses into the region of conjecture, be 
appears to be another and inferior man. 
It is scarcely credible that so able a 
teacher should have spoken in the fol- 
lowing manner of lightning, of the na- 
ture of which he is ignorant, and that 
Dr. Johnson, in his "Dictionary." un- 
der the word "thunder," should have 
quoted a portion of the same: 


"5 1338. The matter which produces 


the fire (I e,, the lightning) is the oil 
of plants, attenuated by the heat of the 
day, and raised on high. Then what- 
ever has exhaled from the earth that is 
sulphureous or oily, which is dispersed 
np and down in the atmosphere, and ia 
not continuous, is set on fire by turns, 
and the flame dilates itself as far as the 
tract of that exhalation reaches. Some 
other substance pendent and floating in 
the air meets with this also, with which 
it excites an effervescence, takes fire, 
and flashes along -with it. 


"J 18S9. Thunder is a most bright 


flame, rising on a sudden, moving with 
great violence, and with a very rapid 
velocity through the air, according to 
any determination, upward from the 
earth, horizontally, obliquely, down- 
ward, in a right line, or In several right 
lines, as it were in serpentine tracks, 
joined at various angles and commonly 
ending with a loud noise or rattling. "~

PHYSIOLOGY OF TEARS. 


Different Emotion* BMUtt to tho Flow af 
the Brhw Drop. 


Fear, grief and joy, to say nothing of 


pathos and anger, bring tears to Ae 
eyes. They are said to come from the 
heart, and this ia true, for no one ever 
reasoned himself into weeping without 
a first appeal through the imagination 
to some emotion. Tears are the natural 
outlet of emotional tension. Tbey are 
the result of a storm in the central 
nervous system, giving rise to changes 
in the vascular terminals of the tear- 
secreting glands. These changes in- 
duce profuse excretion of water and 
weeping results. In a mild degree some 
excretion ia always in process, to bathe 
the eye and clear it of foreign matter. 
The controlling center is at a distance, 
though the secretion may be kept up 
by the email trace of aaline substance 
that is present in the tears themselves. 
The lachrymal glands lie between the 
nervous center and the mucoua surface 
of the eyeball. Tears afford a good il- 
lustration of the way in which nervous 
fibers are capable of conveying to a se- 
creting organ exciting impulses from 
both sides of a gland lying in their 
coarse. 
Afferent and efferent com- 


munications bring about a similar re- 
sult Internal nervous vibrations and 
external excitation or reflex action 
causes a flow of tears. In both instances 
the exciting impulse is a vibration. 
Niobe, "all tears," and the unfortu- 
nate pedestrian with a minute particle 
of steel from the rail of an elevated 
road in his eye are unwilling ex- 
ponents of a similar process. They 
weep the same kind of briny fluid, in 
exactly the same way, though from 
widely different causes. Imagination is 
at times sufficient to excite the nervous 
system into the production of tears 
without external aid or reflex. Writers 
and readers of good fiction weep over it- 
alike, and the actor loses himself so en- 
tirely in the exigencies of dramatic art 
that he sheds real tears and the audi- 
ence sheds tears with him.

sicken the bystanders, might even faint 
with pain, yet there were aeldom any 
tears. These being pure waves of emo- 
tion, and a relief to the heart, are al- 
most powerless to mitigate pain. Per- 
haps one who weeps from pain does so 
from unconscious though selfish pity- 
in other words from emotion. For the 
tearful, change of scene, mental diver- 
sion and outdoor life ore the best reme- 
dies. The author quoted objects to 
alcohol as fearfully injurious. It dis- 
turbs and unbalances the nervous sys- 
tem, keeps np a maudlin and 'pitiful 
sentimentality and sustains the evil. 
Alcohol is the mother of sorrow. An 
opiate, however, prescribed at night, 
soothes and controls and really disci- 
plines rebellious nerve centers. Sleep 
cures tears. And so does time, the re- 
e-torer. Persons subject to many and re- 
peated griefs forget how to weep, and 
the old as compared to the young are 
almost tearless. Tears have their value 
in the life of humanity, not as tears 
but as signs. They show that grief cen- 
ters are being relieved of their sensi- 
bility, and^ that the nervous organiza- 
tion is learning how to bear up against 
sorrow. — Asclepiad.
